Under  existing  instructions  all  graders  are  grading  and  grade  stamp- 
ing 100  percent  of  all  carcasses  offered  for  grading  including  Canners, 
Cutters,  Culls  and  Bull^  including  those  going  direct  to  the  slaughter- 
ers' own  sausage  manufacturing  or  honing  tooms.     All  carcasses  must  he 
.recorded  on  grading  certificates  in  the  usual  manner  in  order  that  the 


total  numher  of  head  graded,  tonnage  graded  and  percentage  distributions 
of  Carcass  grades  can  he  accurately  computed  in  Mr.  T'obin's  office.
